Mr. Schfoeder, son-in-law of the 
late C. K. Anderson .who gave the 
village the land for the Scout house, 
had planned to be present at -the 
meeting of the village board Tues- 
day evening to announce the pres- 
entation, but was called away -on 
business. 

He and his family are spending 
the summer at the Anderson estate 
on Lake Catherine. Their winter 
home is in Evanston. 

The Schroeders continue to take 
the same interest in the village as 
did Mr. Anderson who gave the 
Scout house as. a memorial to his 
wife. It was Mr. Schroeder's sugges- 
tion that caused,' Mr.. Anderson to 
select the Main allocation. 

The Williams st property soon to 
be deeded to the village had been 
considered as residential area. 

The village board passed a reso-; 
lution voting its- .thanks to Mr. and 
Mrs. Schroeder in behalf of the u yil- 
lage for the valuable gift. 

Improvement of the park will be 
possible in the future through tax 
money which has recently been 
made available to the village. The 
treasurer's report showed $1000 in 
the park fund at present.

The report of Mrs. Martha Hunt- 
er, village treasurer, to. the board 
of trustees Tuesday night that the 
water, and sewer fund is $1,321.55 
in the red revealed that Antioch 
citizens are getting their services 
quite cheaply. 

A bill in excess of $500 for repair 
of one of- the two pumps provided 
the biggest , contribution to the de- 
ficit, but the trustees were warned 
that it won't be long before the wa- 
ter tower will have to be painted 
again to preserve it. 

The fund will be out. of the red, 
trustees said if all collections are 
made. -Attention was directed to the 
fact. that the agreement with the 
Willowdale dairy for the handling of 
its sewage has-not been reached. 

The board ..decided to bill the 
dairy on the basis, of. the, lowest cost 
to residential users, the density of 
the, oxygen .and bacteria count of 
sewer considered. 

It_was estimated that ■ on this 
basis"' the dairy will" be billed for 
$418 a quarter. 

Complaint of Sewage Odors 

President George B. Bartlett re- 
ported to the board that he had re- 
ceived complaints, of odors coming 
from the area near the Golden Glo 
dairy and the Regal China Co., 
where sewage is emptied into the 
open ground. 

"At times when we are threatened 
with polio and other serious di- 
seases it behooves us to lodk into 
this matter and to try, and clean it 
up," he said. 

Members of the board suggested 
that the district office of the state 
health board at Woodstock be noti- 
fied and that an engineer be sent 
to determine who the offenders are. 
Some Favor Utilities 

It \ was. said that the firms and 
residents of the area facing the 
state line road from the - south are 
more anxious to get sewer and wa- 
ter there' but not enough signatures 
have- been obtained. Those on the 
north side of the- roadway are said 
to disfavor the plan.. 

A state order, or the declaring 
of the situation as a nuisance is ex- 
pected to force action if it does not 
come voluntarily.

Price is $12,601.60, Far Un- 
der Engineer's Estimate 
of $16,000 

The firm of Quiglcy and Schnei- 
der of Highland Park was low bid- 
der on the Orchard st. sewer and 
water project with a price of $12,- 
601.00. Bids were opened by the 
village board Tuesday night. 

The low bid was nearly $3000 un- 
der the estimate given by the vil- 
lage's consulting engineer David R. 
Miller. 

Other bids were Edward F. Dietz 
of Grayslake, $14,541.40, and Kuch 
and Watson of Lake Forest, $15,713.- 
23. J - 

The Highland Park firm did not 
list the price of' the five manholes, 
but it was considered that the cost 
was included in the pipe. 

The contract calls for 828 feet of 
8-inch VC p^ipe; 1,144 linear ft. of 10 
inch VC pipe, and 2,104 linear feet 
of 6-inch CI pipe, together*with five 
hydrants, three gate valves, and five' 
manholes, or catch basins. 

The contract price was so reason- 
able that Barney Naber got per- 
mission from the board to put in 
sewer and water mains of a similar 
dimension on the 1100 feet past his 
place. He will try to deal with the 
same contractor. 

Nearly all of the property owners 
involved in the Orchard st improve- 
ment have placed their money in 
escrow ready for the work to begin. 
Because the cost is so much less than 
anticipated everybody seemed sat- 
isfied. . 

The plan has been that if the 
money is not paid in 100 percent the 
legal procedure of assessment will 
be followed, but the direct pay- 
ment plan has been favored as less 
costly. 

. St. Peter's school is anxious that 
the work be completed before Sept. 
1, so that classes -can be started on 
time. 

The city, will bank the money as 
trustee using both local banks as 
depositories.

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Prevent Hospital Fires 

The insurance industry, through The National 
Board of Fire Underwriters, is leading the fight 
against hospital fire disasters. And it is doing it on a 
public service basis, without regard to commercial 
•aspects of insurance. 

The cooperation of fire marshals, fire chiefs, 
and other Federal, state and local officials, will be 
sought. Some 0,000 hospitals in the United States will 
bo inspected by experienced fire prevntion and safety 
engineers. Th inspections will cover every kind of 
fire hazard, from structural features to "housekeep- 
ing". As an official of the American Hospital Associa- 
tion has said, "It is not enough to inspect for common- 
ly-looked-for hazards, but also to study provisions 
for early discovery and early reporting of fire, physi- < 
cal arrangements to prevent the spread of fire, and 
also records of systems which indicate organization 
for and attention to provisions for fire drills and eva- 
cation procedures." 

No disaster has a greater potential horror than 
a hospital fire. That which struck in Effingham, Illi- 
nois, is still fresh in the public mind. Many patients 
"were bedridden, and could do nothing to save them- 
selves. And in spite of heroism on the part of hospital 
personnel and others, half of those in the building 
when the fire struck died. 

The new campaign is designed to make a re- 
petition of this ghastly disaster impossible. Those who 
are participating in it deserve the thanks of the na- 
tion,

Look Through the Camouflage 

The Senate Appropriations Committee 'has 
Imocked out a considerable number of items appear- 
ing in a bill giving funds to the Interior Department. 
These items concerned the construction of power 
plants and transmission lines by the government. The 
Committee's reason for dropping them was that in 
•every instance they would constitute wasteful and 
unnecessary duplication of facilities which private 
utilities have already constructed or will construct. 
"Witnesses who appeared before the Committee 
•brought their facts with them, and showed how many 



millions of dollars of the taxpayers' money could be 
saved, 

Whether Congress will go along with the Senate 
Committee's recommendations remains to be seen. But 
there is no excuse for wasting huge sums on tax- 
exempt government power lines the country doesn't 
need. The utility industry has shown its willingness 
to cooperate with the government time after time. 
For example, in the Southwest, a group of power com- 
panies has offered to buy all the electricity generated 
at government dams, at rates to be set by the Federal 
Power Commission which will amortize the govern- 
ment's investment in 50 years, plus interest and 
operating costs. The power would be sold to consum- 
ers at rates held fair by the regulatory authorities. 
Large sums in taxes would be paid to all units of 
government. And the companies also agree to let the 
government, under contract, use their transmission 
system, thus making the construction of duplicating 
lines totally unnecessary. 

In the words of one observer, "Those who 
really are in favor of government in the power busi- 
ness, for its own sake, may have to come out for 
socialized industry." It's time we saw through their 
camouflage. Those who want to lead us down the 
collectivist road that has led to the destruction of 
liberty in half the world ought to be identified. 

The Public Always Loses 

The San Francisco Chronicle has rigorously op- 
posed a legislative proposal that would give the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission sweeping authority to 
impose rules and regulations on the railroad industry, 
in the alleged interest of greater safety. Here, in part, 
is what th Chronicle said: "The railroads' record for 
safety has been built largely upon the development of 
a reservoir of dependable, resourceful, responsible 
men — men who know what to do in crises not covered 
by rules, men who understand the meaning, and the 
limitations, of rules .... 

"It is hard to see how any set of rules, devised 
by men unfamiliar with railroading and imposed in- 
flexibly across the whole varied pattern of American 
railroads, could prove a satisfactory substitute for the 
know-how of the experienced men on the scene. It is 
not so had to see how such a set of rules and such an 
administration could do the railroads irreparable 
harm. Such' a setup would inevitably lead to needless 
waste of money arid manpower at many points; that 
in turn would lead to increased fares and freight 
rates .... 

"The fact that this campaign to control the rail- 
roads comes under the disguise of public benefaction 
should fool no one; so have all the other scheirles to 
wrest control of business away from the people and in- 
to the hands of government. In every case the public 
has wound up the loser; so would it in this case." 

The drive to increase the power of bureaucracy, 
at the expense of everyone who doesn't work for the 
government, seems endless. It is the kind of thing that, 
if carried far enough, can only result in the socializa- 
tion of enterprise, and the loss of economic and per- 
sonal freedoms. The tragic example that England is 
now giving the world should be sufficient to show 
America the dangers that lie ahead.

NEW YORK:.— The' honeymoon in 
^ b placement Is over, and the 
'•boys are actually letting the em- 
ployers interview them," says Rob- 
ert F. Moore, director of place-, 
ment, Columbia university. 

Job .placements, Moore reports, 
arc a little bettor than the last nor- 
mal year, 1939-40. The greatest de- 
mand seems to be in accountancy. 
Salaries range from $225 to 450 a 
month, depending upon the profes- 
sion and the educational qualifica- 
tions of the student. 

Each year Moore conducts a 
career clinic at Columbia. For 
eight weeks college students hear 
leading Industrial, management, 
personnel and professional figures 
get down to coses in advising which 
job to seek, what to study to pre- 
pare for a career, where to look 
'for a job and how to get a job. 

These clinics have proved so 
successful, says Moore, he has 
written a book, "How to Blueprint 
Your Success," which probably 
will be the basis of a credit course 
he plans to offer at Columbia. Only 
one other university in the country 
— Indiana— offers such a course for 
credit. 

Should Study Alms 

Here's what Moore tells the boys 
In his career clinics: Ask yourself: 
"What am I? What do I want? 
Where do I fit? 1 ' 

Most people fall in a job, he soys, 
not for lack of skill, but for failure 
to possess such personal qualities 
as the ability to express oneself 
orally and in writing; ability to get 
along with people; patience in at- 
taining job goals; perseverance; 
alert minds, not necessarily Phi 
Beta Kappa, but more than merely 
willing to bet by; proper attitudes 
and mobility. 

The interview is the first Impor- 
tant step in getting a job. It's a 
50-50 proposition. The employer 
finds what you have to sell that he 
can use. The interviewee discovers 
whether the company offers op- 
portunities to satisfy his aims, in- 
terests and qualifications. 
Certain Qualities 

The employer" wants to know 
about such personal , qualities as 
appearance, • manners, grooming, 
ethical make-up and how well you 
meet and impress people. 

You want to know if the job gives. 
you an opportunity to make the beat 
use of your qualifications: whether 
it is a worthwhile, investment In 
terms of selling your services, 
loyalty and the best hour? of your 
life. What are* the drawbacks and 
disadvantages of this job?"' - - 

Moore offers some practical tips 
en how to get ready for an inter- 
view. He tells the boys to learn 
• something - about , the job and the 
company. This calls for self- 
analysis of your objectives, aims 
and interests.

Veterans Entitled to 

Medical Treatment at . 
Government Expense 






Many Illinois veterans being 
treated regularly by their own phy-l 
sicians for service-connected ail- 
ments at their own expense are una- 
ware that they are entitled to such 
treatments at government expense. 

This benefit applies to only those 
veterans who have filed a claim and 
have been granted service-connec- 
tion for a disability even though 
they did not receive a compensable 
rating for compensation. 

A large number of veterans have 
been granted a "zero' rating making 
them ineligible to receive compen- 
sation but entifling them to out- 
patient treatment at 'government 
expense. 

Veterans who* .have no compens- 
able rating but have established 
service-connection and who desire 
medical treatment at other than 
their own expense should make ap- 
plication at once and thus save un- 
necessary expenses to themselves. 

Service officers of the Illinois Ve- 
trans commission will assist any ve- 
teran in establishing eligibility for 
out-patient treatment. In some in- 
stances those who have been treat- 
ing for some time may even be able 
to obtain a reimbursement for ex- 
penses already incurred.
